An Allied spokesman said the sit­ 
u ation appeared “ hopefu l," an d ad­ 
ded:

charged that the Reds have killed 
255,904 South Korean civilians with 
what he called "torture methods.” 
Ile added that the atrocities wore 
reportedly ordered by low echelon 
Chinese officers in the heat of bat­ 
tle and not by the Chinese high 
command. 
In what was called a clarifying 
statement, Ridgway expressed re­ 
gret for "improper coordination” 
in the way the Hanley report was 
made public, but he did not chal­ 
lenge any of its details. 
Ridgway did not bring up the 
specific figures listed by Hanley 
who is a member of the I N War 
Crimes Commission. 
Hanley said that 6,270 Americans 
were among those slain by t h e i r 
Communist captors since the Ko­ 
rean war began. 
Ridgway pointed out in his state­ 
ment that the UN command 
has 
sought to verify all deaths among 
Allied troops captured by the Com­ 
munists and bas in such cases noti­ 
fied the next of kin. 
The supreme commander stated 
that investigation of atrocities has 
been going on virtually since the 
start of the war and added: 
"Whenever it was finally deter­ 
mined the death of a soldier ac­ 
tually occurred and after 
t h e 
body was identified, a report was 
made in each case to the next of 
kin.” 
Ridgway recalled that atrocity 
films showing dead Americans in 
Korea were shown in Washington 
as long as a year ago.

I Keels Given 
30 Days For 
Armistice 


Quick Agreement 
Noir Seen Possible 


MUNS AN, Nev 17—Allied truce 
negotiator* agreed today to a Com­ 
munist proposal for a provisional 
cease-fire line in Korea, but stipu­ 
lated that it will be effective only 
if an armistice is signed in 30 days. 
The Allied delegates to the con­ 
ference at Panmunjom proposed 
that if an armistice is not signed 
within 30 days after the Reds 
agree to their offer, then a new 
cease fire line must be set up. 
The Communists said they would 
study the proposal overnight and 
give their answer tomorrow. 
An Allied spokesman said the sit­ 
uation appeared “ hopeful,” and ad­ 
ded 
"We don’t see any reason why 
they (the Reds) should not accept.” 
The spokesman pointed out that 
the United Nations proposal ac­ 
cedes to the Red demand to draw a 
cease-fire line at the present time 
but also that the 30-day limit puts 
pressure on the Communists to 
come to a quick agreement on an 
armistice.

THE ALLIED delegates specifi­ 
cally told the Communists that hos­ 
tilities will continue until an arm ­ 
istice is signed. 
The Communists did not Indicate 
immediately whether they w i l l 
agree to the Allied proposal. 
A Communist spokesman prom­ 
ised a * yes or no” answer to the 
proposal at the next m e e tin g - 
scheduled for l l a. rn. Sunday (3 
P rn. Saturday EST.) He said “ we 
have yet to make a full study” of 
the UN suggestion. 
The Allied proposal was made 
at the 30th session of the truce del­ 
egation subcommittee charged with 
the task of setting up a buffer or 
demilitarized zone preparatory to 
an armistice. 
If agreement Is reached on the 
buffer zone. then the full delega­ 
tions from both sides will go On 
to three other Items on the truce 
conference agenda. 
These Items are exchange of war 
prisoners, establishment of a joint 
commission to police an armistice 
and recommendations of the dele­ 
gates to their governments. 
In Tokyo. Brig. Gen. William P. 
Nuckols, chief Allied Information 
officer, said the 30-day proposal is 
“ a calculated risk.” He reported 
that the UN delegation had been 
fearful of drawing a line of dem ar­ 
cation because they “ suddenly be­ 
came aware of the fact that we 
were being mousetrapped.”

Junior group of Methodist Youth 
Fellowship met in the church Sun­ 
day evening. 
A worship service and candle­ 
light ceremony were led by Presi­ 
dent Beverly Elsea and Ellis Couch 
led a discussion on, “ Churches.” 


It has been recognized for more 
than 30 y ears by the Christian 
churches, who began a cooperative 
ministry to migrant workers in 
Mary land, Delaware, New Jersey , 
Pennsy lvania in 1920. Now reach­ 
ing coast-to-coast, the ministry is 
carried on by 23 denominations 
working through the Division of 
Home 
Missions of the National 
7 :30 Council of Churches with the coop­ 
eration of state and local migrant 
committees. 
The survey released here w a s 
compiled from reports of the super­ 
visory staff of the division,, whose 
20 permanent staff members and 
182 Summer workers this y ear went 
out to aid migrants in 
25 states, 
from Florida to Oregon. 
The number of migrants they es­ 
timated in these s t a t e s totalled 
nearly three q uarters of a million, 
although the total is probably a lit­ 
tle smaller when seasonal labor 
shifts are taken into account. Of 
the total, the migrant staff esti­ 
mates they reached over 120.000, 
with a ministry that ranged from 
.stopping a murder in a weekend 
brawl to holding Sunday School in 
a mud-floored shack. 
What their services meant to the 
migrants themselves was indicated 
by one worker in Texas who asked 
a departing staff member to “come 
back soon.” 
“ We live like animals 
w h e n 
y ou're gone,” he said. 
Some of the staff lived in camps 
Worship wj(h ^ e migrants. Others traveled 
to outly ing migrant areas in the 
1 “ Harvester!,” jeep station wagons 
fitted out with movie and sports 
eq uipment, record play ers, portable 
organs and altars, first aid kits and 
libraries. They have become a sy m-1 
bol of the Church’s concern for the 
transient and forgotten. 
“ Whenever our boy sees 
a sta­ 
tion wagon now,” said a migrant 
mother in Arizona, “ he asks, ‘Are 
those my friends?’ ”

would req uire approval by the car­ 
dinal college and it is generally be­ 
lieved that Flus will entrust the 
church senate with this important 
reform after the coming consistory 
which is expected, therefore, to be 
one of transition. 
Accordingly , two Curia prelates 
are considered certain to be given 
the red hat. They are Archbishop 
Valerio Valeri, prewar nuncio to 
France, assessor of the Oriental 
congregation and president of the 
Holy Year Central Committee, and 
Monsignor Alfredo Ottaviani, as­ 
sessor of the Holy Office Congrega­ 
tion.

Survey Shows 
D rift Of Labor 
Through U S. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17—In dusty 
trucks and battered jalopies, more 
than a million seasonal 
workers 
and their families moved up and 
down the country this year, a tide 
drawn by the harvests, north in the 
Summer, south in the Winter, fol­ 
lowing the crops. 
Men in overalls, barefoot c h i 1- 
dren, women wearing trousers un­ 
der their skirts to 
protect 
their 
knees in the fields, they picked the 
urgently ripening crops for U.S. 
markets, 
canneries, frozen 
food 
processing plants, Colton gins, to­ 
bacco warehouses. Vital to the na­ 
tional economy, they supplement lo­ 
cal labor in the weeks when crops 
must be harvested or rot in t h e 
fields. 
A nationwide s u r v e y released 
here today by the National Council 
of the Churches of Christ in t h e 
USA showed that this year the mi­ 
grant workers had helped bring in 
for example, $48 million worth of 
cotton in New Mexico; $700 million 
in fruit, vegetables and other crops 
in Washington; $1.5 billion in nuts. 
fruits, vegetables and cotton in Cal­ 
ifornia; $311 million in tomatoes 
and other crops in New Jersey, $121 
million in fruit and vegetables in 
Florida. 
Contributors to the nation’s pros­ 
perity. the migrants themselves are 
often jobless and hungry, shut out 
of local schools and churches, ig 
mired or resented by the commu­ 
nities where they work for a little 
while. Their plight was given na 
tionwide recognition last Spring in 
the report of the President’s Com­ 
mission on Migratory Labor. 
It has been recognized for more 
than 30 years by the Christian 
churches, who began a cooperative 
ministry to migrant workers in 
Maryland, Delaware. New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania in 1920. Now reach­ 
ing coast to-coast, the ministry is 
carried on by 23 denominations 
working through the Division of 
Home 
Missions of the National 
Council of Churches with the coop­ 
eration of state and local migrant 
committees. 
The survey released here w a s 
compiled from reports of the super­ 
visory staff of the division,, whose 
20 permanent staff members and 
182 Summer workers this year went 
out to aid migrants in 25 states, 
from Florida to Oregon. 
The number of migrants they es­ 
timated in these s t a t e s totalled 
nearly three quarters of a million, 
although the total is probably a lit­ 
tle smaller when seasonal labor 
shifts are taken into account. Of 
the total, the migrant staff esti­ 
mates they reached over 120.000, 
with a ministry that ranged from 
stopping a murder in a weekend 
brawl to holding Sunday School in 
a mud floored shack. 
What their services meant to the 
migrants themselves was indicated 
by one worker in Texas who asked 
a departing staff member to “come 
back soon.” 
“ We live like animals w h e n 
you’re gone,” he said. 
Some of the staff lived in camps 
with the migrants. Others traveled 
to outlying migrant areas in the 
“ Harvesters,” jeep station wagons 
fitted out with movie and sports 
equipment, record players, portable 
organs and altars, first aid kits and 
libraries. They have become a sym­ 
bol of the Church’s concern for the 
transient and forgotten. 
“ Whenever our boy sees a sta­ 
tion wagon now,” said a 
migrant 
mother in Arizona, “ he asks, ‘Are 
those my friends?’ ” 
The division’s ten Harvesters this 
year traveled ver 150,000 miles in 
ll states Adding to these the mile­ 
age rolled up by the Washington-

22 Cardinals Expected 
To Be Selected By Pope 


VATICAN CITY, Nov. 17 - Re 
ports that Pope Pius XII will fill 
tho 22 vacancies in the College of 
Cardinals in the next few* weeks 
are being circulated with insistence 
today in the most authoritative Vat 
ican circles. 
The United States is said to be 
“certain” to receive two cardinal 
ships—one for Boston and the oth­ 
er for Philadelphia. 
A third red hat for the U. S. is 
considered possible and it is believ­ 
ed this would go either to Balti­ 
more. San Francisco or St. Louis. 
Thoro is even speculation that the 
U S will receive five red hats and 
that prelates in all five cities will 
bv the recipients. 
One highly placed official said 
that there are “ many indications“ 
pointing to an announcement of a 
secret consistory, 
either through 
tho official newspaper 
“ Osserva- 
torc Romano” in a few days or by 
the pope himself in his Christmas 
Eve allocution to the church sen­ 
ate. 
The first International Eucharis­ 
tic congress since the war. which 
will fie held in Barcelona next May, 
necessitates such a representation 
of church princes that a cardinal- 
creating consistory is inevitable 
Approximation of the period of 
traditional announcement 
of the 
coming consistory is giving rise to 
speculation on the possible papal 
selections for elevation to the aug­ 
ust body. 
And the big question is: Will the 
pope make the College of Cardinals 
more international in character at 
the expense of the Curia prelates?

However, other highly p l a c e d 
Vatican officials firmly b e l i e v e 
that the pope will once again pre­ 
fer to push forward his plan to in­ 
ternationalize the church senate, 
thus giving body to the concept of 
universality of the C h u r c h of 
Rome. 
To make this possible, these offi­ 
cials point out, the pope has been 
carrying out a quiet "revolution" 
in the various congregations which 
go to make up the Roman Curia, 
reducing the importance of several 
to a point where there is no need 
for a cardinal to head them. 
Instead, the pontiff has added a 
great deal of responsibility to the 
office of the secretary of state—of 
which he himself is presently head 
—and has increased its personnel 
to nearly IOO. 
Formal change in the organiza­ 
tion 
of 
the Curia 
congregations 
would require approval by the car­ 
dinal college and it is generally be 
Roved that Pius will entrust the 
church senate with this important 
reform after the coming consistory 
which is expected, therefore, to be 
one of transition. 
Accordingly, two Curia prelates 
are considered certain to be given 
the red hat. They are Archbishop 
Valerio Valeri, pre war nuncio to 
France, assessor of the Oriental 
congregation and president of the 
Holy Year Central Committee, and 
Monsignor Alfredo Ottaviani, as­ 
sessor of the Holy Office Congrega­ 
tion. 
Probable also is the elevation to 
the cardinal purple of Monsignors 
Domenico Tardini and Givanni Bat­ 
tista Montini of the Vatican secre­ 
tariat.

False Security 
Theme Due For 
Lutherans 


“ False Security" is the theme to 
be presented by the Rev, Gorge 
Troutman this Sunday during wor­ 
ship service in Trinity Lutheran 
church. 
The text, taken from St. Luke, is 
the parable of the “ rich fool " It is 
in this parable that Jesus illustrat 
cd the futility of trying to live 
without God.

Hu nters may not have to hu nt so 
hard to 4ind game if they talk to 
farm operators in the hu nting area. 
Not only nill they find b e tte r ^ 
hu nting b u t fhry will b e com ply-#1 
ing with the law lf they get farm* 
ers’ permission to enter farms, 
according to Rob ert K. Davis 
who is with the Agricu ltu ral tx * 
tension Service, Ohio .State nni* 
versity, in a cooperative program 
with the Division of Wildlife, Ohio 
Department of Natu ral Resou rc­ 
es. 
Davis pointed ou t that Ohio law 
requ ires hu nters to get permissinm 
to hu nt on farms. This is necessary 
whether land is or is not posted. 
In addition to b eing within tho 
law, hu nters who have permission 
also have farm ers’ good will. They 
may also learn where the hest 
hu nting may b e fou nd. 
Farmers 
can help protect hu nters b y letting 
them know whether other hu nters 
are in the area. Giving permission 
fu rnishes farmers opportu nities to 
let hu nters know where livestock f 
located. 


“ MOST LAND is open to hu nters 
if they get farm ers’ permission,’* 
Davis said. He b ases his idea on 
talks with farmers. He is in the 
first phase of a program to provide 
more information to farmers au d 
hu nters ab ou t wildlife and ab ou t 
each other. 
One farmer to whom Davis talk­ 
ed had kist a registered, b red gilf 
as a resu lt of hu nters’ shooting. 
Despite that, the farmer is letting 
a hay field grow u p to provide win­ 
ter cover for game. The farm is 
posted for hu nting with permission. 
Davis said the farmer plans to 
limit the nu mb er of hu nters on his 
land at a given time. He also will 
try to let them know locations of 
b est hu nting areas. Davis said: 
“The farmer is the key man in 
game produ ction. Hu nters can hel4| 
themselves b y getting his coopera­ 
tion and good will."

The academy also said it ex perts 
to div ide the 1951 Nobel prize in 
phy sics between ton, and possibly 
three men: Sir John D. Uockcroft, 
head of Britain’s Harwell atomic 
energy research project; Dr. E rn­ 
est T. S. Walton, nu clear phy sicist

McMillan, of the 
Univ ersity of California, a co dis 
cov erer of plu toniu m. 
The Nobel prize for literatu re 
was giv en to F a rr Lagcrkv ist, 61- 
y ear old Swedish au thor, dram atist 
and ly ric poet.
